"Tl-e 
annual fee shall be three dollars 
($3.00), payable within thirty dny.i 
from first meeting pf club each your. 
The following will be BUbslituted. 

Any Htii- 
dcnt paying the UnivcrKal fee or Ath- 
lelic fee. will be admitted to mem- 
bership of the club and upon onioll- 
nient will receive from the secretary 
the membership bodge.
